THE ANA CONVENTION THRU THE EYES OF DOTTIE DOW 

When my husband and i, got into the- Americana Sunday night, Henry Blaha was 
there waiting at the registration desk.

HENRY W. BLATjA, If we are to have a clean hobby ALL members should be on the 
alert’for any shady dealings or any thing that would be contrary to the conducting 
of a good clean hobby. The Elongated:Collectors was formed to bring into contact 
ali who collect-elonpateds and would like tc see it develop into a good clean 
hobby and have an organization that Would stand behind them and represent them 
nationally, or I really shculd say Internationally. To have any manufacturer use 
them as a captive audience for sales of their pieces with the membership numbers 
on them is a little : too commercial and should be regulated in some way. If member¬ 
ship numbers^ are to be stamped on any particular piece it should be of SPECI*aT 
significance to merit the numbering and then just the amount of pieces should be 
made to see that all members get one and NO MORE SHOULD BE MADE. No varients as 
TONING, COUNTERSTAMPING, and such. It should be a strictly limited issue for 
membership only. I know that the SERIALLY NUMBERED pieces could or could not be 
confused with MEMBERSHIP NUMBERS, but if more than the amount of the membership 
is made with variations then they should net be advertised as having TEC Member¬ 
ship numbers, they should be classified as serially numbered pieces and if any 
member would want their particular membership number, that would be THEIR choice. 
Does any other member have any views cn this situation? Discussion is a very 
good thing for a club and any member can speak up as to his opinions. What is 
yours?

(ARTICLE) HALLOWEEN

In Medival times all Hallows E'en, the eve of all Saints Day, kept on October 
31 w^s the Celtic festival at the end of summer. October 31 was also the eve of 
the., new-year in both Celtic and Anglo-Saxon times. The old Romans held i-t- the 
first of November, in honor of Pomona, the poddess of fruit trees. In Britian 
the Druids celebrated a festival at the same time in honor cf the dun rod. Many 
beliefs prew up about these festivals such as, on this one nipht cf all the year 
the spirits cf the departed were allowed to visit their old homes. In many parts 
of the old country food was left, hearths were carefully swept and everythinp set 
in order before 'the people retired for the nipht. On this "date the-ancient fire 
festivals were held. This was the time for renewal of the laws and. land tenures 
and the rekindlinp of fire for the cominp year. November ushers in the darkest 
and most barren part of the year, so this autumn festival was associated with 
phosts, witches, hcbpcblins and demons of all kinds. 

The name itself comes from an old Enqlish word, halve or as we say holy. 

Immigrants to the United States, particularly the Irish introduced Hallo¬ 
ween customs that became popular in the 19th century. Mischief makinp on this 
occasion by men and ycunp boys took such forms as cverturninp sheds, outhouses 
and breakinp windows and damage to property was sometimes severe. In later 
years the occasion has come to be observed mainly by small children who pc from 
house to house demanding "Trick or Treat". The treat is generally forthcoming 
and the trick rarely played. The old customs originally of sacred and symbolic 
sipnifiance have gradually faded away and this night has become a night for games, 

parties and fun for young and old. : -
